2 7 .—I n 
the Senate to-day the consideration of 
the bill incorporating the Maritime 
Canal Company of Nicaragua was dis­ 
cussed. Edmunds’ amendment, de­ 
claring that nothing in the act should 
be construed to restrict or impair any 
right of the United States under any 
treaty in force with the Republic of 
Nicaragua was agreed to. 
Vest offered an amendment provid' 
ing that no parts of the capital stock 
paid iq shall be at any time withdrawn 
or returned to the stockholders, or be 
in 
any manner diverted from the 
proper uses of tho corporal ion 
Teller’opposod the amendment. 
Hoar suggested that it be modified 
by allowing the stock to be returned 
to the stockholders for tho purpose of 
winding up the corporation. 
This Vest agreed to. 
Vance called the attention of the 
Republican Senators to tho fact that 
the bill omitted to require that all 
material used should be of American 
manufacture, and prophesied that 
their iron and steel would be bought 
where they could get them the cheap­ 
est^ “ Was not this an evasion?” he 
asked, “of tho duty the Senatorsowcd 
Pennsylvania?” 
Teller replied that if the managers 
of the enterprise were untrammeled 
and would buy their material and im­ 
plements wherp they could bo gotten 
the cheapest, they would buy in the 
United States. 
’ 
Vest’s amendments were rejected. 
Vance offered an amendment re­ 
quiring all the laborers employed in 
the work to be either native 
or 
naturalized citizens. 
Rejected by 35

TU E SPOONER BILL. 
Senator Reagan reported back the 
Spooner bill to regulate commerc 
carried on by telegraph from the sub­ 
committee to the full Committee on 
Postoffices and Post Roads, and the 
latter entered upon its formal con­ 
sideration 
by 
sections. 
Another 
meeting will be held to-morrow, at 
which it is expected that the work 
will be completed aud the bill pro­ 
pared for report to the Senate. This 
is the bill placing the telegraphs in 
the hands of tho Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 
An amendment to the urgent de­ 
ficiency bill was proposed by Senator 
Stanford making an appropriation of 
$500,000 for the purchase of the site 
for a public building at San Francis­ 
co. 
The Senate committee on public 
lands has substantially, though not 
formally, agreed upon the public land 
bill to repeal timber culture, the pre­ 
emption laws, to amend homestead 
laws, etc., similar in general ¿^¿ure 
to the Senate bill last session. A 
meeting of the Committee will be 
held on Saturday, at which it is ex­ 
pected that formal action will be 
taken.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 2 7 .—In the 
House to-day Holman, of Indiana, 
introduced a resolution directing the 
Committee on Private Land Claims 
to inquire into the matter of the Max­ 
well land grant, with a view to relieve 
homestead and pre-emption settlers. 
A bill was introduced b y Carey, of 
Wyoming, for the formation and ad­ 
mission into the Union of the State of 
Wyoming. It provides that the Gov­ 
ernor of the Territory shall order an 
election for the selection of delegates 
to form a State constitution, but the 
election shall not be held previous to 
June 
1 . 
1 8 8 0 . 
The constitutional 
convention under 
the 
provisions 
of the 
bill will consist of about 
sixty members. 
The bill further 
provides for the grant of land to 
the State for school purposes to the 
amount of 5 0 0 ,0 0 0 acres, 1 0 0 sections 
of land for an agricultural college, 8 0 
sections for public buildings. 2 5 sec­ 
tions for a penitentiary, ana 10 sec­ 
tions for an insane asylum. The bill 
provides for a grant to the State of 
6,000,000 acres of arid lands on con­ 
dition that the State shall reclaim or 
cause such lands to be reclaimed, and 
shall not part with its title to any 
subdivision of said lands until the 
reclamation is complete. Carey says 
that the Territory is as well prepared 
for State government as the fifteen 
States were at the date of their ad­ 
mission, and that the Territory is 
without Congressional support.

Ho sail that the company of 
which he was President has a capital 
of $3,500,000. He produced a copy of 
a written agreement of the trust, which 
he asked tc bo kept from the press, as 
it contained private matter. The trust 
contained 
over 
five 
companies; 
would 
not | say 
definitely 
how 
many. 
The capital is $90,000,000. 
The oil product of the company is 
about 27,000,000 barrels yearly, and 
three-fourths of this is controlled by 
the trust. 
The certificates are worth 
$165. the par value being $100. Divi­ 
dends have been drawn every three 
months, the average being 
per 
cent, annually. 
Twenty million dol­ 
lars has been added to the $70,000,000 
with 
which 
the 
trust 
started. 
This has been given ase-tock dividends 
in addition to the regular dividends. 
The number of refineries is constantly 
increasing. The Trust is doing noth­ 
ing to prevent production. About 
$30,000,000 of tho Trust’s capital rep­ 
resents a plant of pipe lines. The 
majority of the slock is held by 
the present trustees. 
A • synopsis 
of the Trust agreement which was 
executed on January 20, 1 8 8 2 , shows 
the division of those entering into 
the agreement into three classes and 
the names of each class is given. The 
parties 
agree 
to 
conformation 
under the laws 
of 
Ohio, 
New 
York, Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 
The corporation is tobe known as the 
“Standard Oil Co.” of each State. 
The trust lias little to do with pro­ 
ducing oil, its business beiDg refining 
and transportation. 
Its employes 
number 20,000 men.

Explosion on the Steamer 
Julia at Vallejo. 


THE BOAT AND WHARF ON FIRE 


Fiffhting 
the Fiamos—Exf¡till(f 
Incidents—List of the Killed 
and Injured.

V a l l e j o , February 2 7 .—This morn­ 
ing there happened the most terribly 
fatality in the history of Vallejo. 
About ten minutes after six, just af­ 
ter the whistle had blown to signal* 
izo the departure of 
the steamer 
Julia from the South Vallejo wharf on 
her first Irip and before she had got 
loose from her moorings, a terrific 
explosion occurred, rocking the ves­ 
sel through its whole extent, and fill­ 
ing the air with smoke. 
The early 
trip takes all the workmen living on 
the Vallejo side to work in various in­ 
dustries on the Contra Costa side; 
also those going to San Francisoo. 
Consequently a great many passen­ 
gers were on board. 
The morning 
being cool, most of thorn had gath­ 
ered around the warm smoke stack in 
the lower cabin. 
As the explosion 
came frotn the boiler, these men 
were directly exposed to the terrible 
shock. Besides this the petroleum 
used for fuel wus scattered through 
the 6teamer, setting it on fire. There 
was terrible confusion and heart­ 
rending cries 
from 
the crushed 
and burning men. 


T H E FORCE OF THE EXPLOSION 
Is shown on a body that was dragged 
ont of the wreck by Constable Lougan 
without head or limbs, utterly unrec­ 
ognizable. The burning steamer set 
fire to the wharf, and for hours the 
llames held sway until the boat was 
burned to the water’s edge. As far as 
can be learned, eight or ten are killed 
or missing and many badly injured. 
It is declared that there were sixty- 
seven people on board, of whom only 
seventeen have been accounted for, 
and the fear is now entertained that 
the calamity is much more serious 
than at first thought, indicating that 
forty“ persons at the outside were 
killed. 
T1IK DISASTER WAS DUE 
To the explosion of one of tho petro­ 
leum vats, and within a few minutes 
after the explosion the steamer sank 
in the mud. 
The water now covers 
her upper deck, and all that can be 
seen of her is the flagstaff. 
The 
wharf caught fire and is still burniug. 
The telegraph office was 'also de­ 
stroyed. 
The full scope of the dis­ 
aster cannot be known for several 
da vs. 
When the news of the disaster 
reached North Vallejo the fire depart­ 
ment turned out, but was unable to do 
anything towards saving the wbarf. 
The 
Starr 
flouring 
mills 
were 
threatened, 
but 
luckily escaped. 
There was no water to combat the 
fire, and as the tide was out the 
engines were unable to go to work. 
Over 600 feet of wharf was destroye.1, 
but the fire was under control by 1 
o’clock. 
TH E CASUALTY LIST. 
Five bodies have been recovered so 
far. 
They are Michael Brannelly, 
Albert Madison, Oliff Nelson and 
two 
burned 
beyond 
recognition. 
John Oliver was rescued alive, but 
died from his injuries. It is believed 
that ten bodies still remain on the 
steamer. Captain Gedge aud most of 
the crew escaped with slight injuries 
Among the missing are Edward and 
James Rule, John Campton, Timothy 
Hurley, Joseph Williams, William 
Connolloy, John Hodgkins, Michael 
Dolan, William Lamar, John Clark 
and E. C. McDonald. 


U P TO ONE O ’CLOCK 


N íd o bodies had been recovered, but 
only seven were identified: Joseph 
Fragas, 
longshoreman; 
William 
Loman, 
shipping 
clerk; 
Melvin 
Hodgkins, tallyman for Puget Sound 
Lumber Co. and a man named Hig­ 
gins. 
T H E CORONER AT WOHK. 
At 4 o’clock it was known that out 
of the missing men there remained 
still ten to account lor. Deputy Cor­ 
oner Whittaker, who had been on the 
scene all day, decided to hold an in­ 
quest, for the purpose of identifying 
the bodies. From the many stand­ 
ing around he speedily selected a 
jury, and after they had been sworn, 
identification commenced. The work 
was not easy, as all of the bodies 
were more or less disfigured. In one 
corner of the shed lay a mass of hu­ 
man 
remains, 
charred, 
bruised 
and 
mangled 
beyond 
recogni­ 
tion. 
Near by lay a second, the 
skull 
frightfully 
disfigured, 
and 
one hand blown off. A third was the 
body of a young man, the face raw 
with burns, legs broken, and pre­ 
senting a pitiful spectacle. 
Many 
men were married, and leave families. 
In the shed only jurors and press 
representatives were 
allowed, but 
outside there were crowds of anxious 
ones, and many a cry was heard, as, 
•eering over the gates or between the 
•ars, a glimpse was caught of some 
familiar body. 
When the 
jury's 
labors were suspended they had iden­ 
tified thirteen, and by inquiry among 
those around,

A list of the wounded is 
difficult to give, because they were all 
taken to their own homes. 


A WOMAN INJURED. 
Mrs. Ferrier, the wife of a gunner 
at Mare Island, seems to have been 
the only lady on hoard. She was 
badly scalded about the face and 
arms. Captain Gedge had an almost 
miraculous escape, in no slight meas­ 
ure due to his presence of mind, 
for 
as 
soon 
as 
the 
explosion 
occurred he 
wrapped 
liis head 
in his coat, and though thrown from 
his feet, he was only bruised. 
The 
crew of the Julia consisted of eleven 
hands: Geo. Gedge, Captain; Chas. 
Ileath, pilot; Joe Watts, Manuel 
Frietas, Frank Williams, Gus Ander­ 
son ; engineers; John Long, Geo Wal­ 
lace, firemen; M Degner. It is be­ 
lieved that the last named was not on 
duty this morning, but his place was 
filled by Henry Peterson. 
The vessel was a very old one, 
having been in use for nearly 30 
years and was at one time a regular 
passenger boat between San Francisco 
and Sacramento. It is supposed that 
exclusive of the crew, there were 
some 5 2 passengers on board, making 
a total of 63 hands all told and not a 
singlo one escaped without injuries 
more or less serious. 


TH E NUMBER ON BOARD 
* 
The Julia, Capt. Gedge gives as fol­ 
lows: Thtee through passengers for 
San Francisco, 35 foi Vallejo, and 11 
officers and crew, making in all 4 5 , 
instead of 73, as was supposed. 
One 
body, that of Timothy Kane, was 
recognized by a porous plaster on his 
side, his poor wife having put it 
on tlio 
night 
before 
for 
him. 
His remains were simply a mass of 
charred matter. 
The wharf, sheds, 
telegraph station and ticket office 
were destroyed, as well as four pas­ 
senger and freight cars. The loss on 
these amounts to about $250.000. 
As 
night closed in the search for the bodies 
had to be given up. It is thou ¿lit 
that some will never be recovered, 
through being carried out to sea. The 
inquest will be commenced at ten 
o’tlock to-morrow morning. 


CAUSE OF TH E CALAMITY. 
The doubt as to whether it was 
the petroleum in the boilers which 
burst has been removed. A driver 
from San Francisco at work for three 
hours on the wreck declares positively 
that the two petroleum tanks are in­ 
tact, and the end of one boiler blown 
entirely out, one end being in one 
end of the ship and the other in 
another. 
This 
would 
seem 
to 
strengthen the theory that the boilers 
were in an unsafe condition.

TRAFFIC 
BADLY 
CRIPPLED. 


An Accident Oconrs to a Train 
in Charge of a Volunteer 
Engineer.

C h i c a g o , February 2 7 .— Just, before 
four o’clock this morning Train Mas­ 
ter Pope iflsued an order that no trains 
should be moved west on the C. B 
and Q. road. Promptly at four o’clock 
several switch engines entered the 
round house. 
Engineers and firemen 
quit work, and the strike was on in 
oarnest. 
Throe suburban trains wore the only 
ones to come in over the Burlington 
road up to 10 o’clock this morning, 
and the engines of these were in 
charge of officers of the road. The 
only train to leave the depot up to 10 
o’clock was the fast mail which de­ 
parted at 3 o’clock, manned by an 
engineer and fireman from the Brother­ 
hood. General Manager Stone said that 
all of the 1000 engineers and firemen 
employed by the read struck with the 
single exception of an engineer near 
Galesburg. 
The 
superintendent’s 
office 
is 
crowded with applicants for vacant 
positions. They were put through an 
examination, and before 11 o’clock 
about fifty applicauts had been ac­ 
cepted and sent to tho yards of the 
company.

A CHAT WITH ARTHUR. 
Chief Engineer Arthur, in an inter­ 
view this evening, said: “The publi­ 
cation by General Manager Stone of 
all the propositions offered by the 
men tends to mislead the public. We 
were willing to discuss these propo­ 
sitions one by one, and in case we 
failed to convince Mr. Stone that 
they were just and fair, we would 
have made concessions. The strike

at all. We receded from our first 
proposition and offered to accept 
cents, which Stone refused in a most 
positive manner.

suit and swear that lie liad ? Would 
Mr. Stone like to have the public be­ 
lieve that the engineers on the branch 
lines are inferior to those on the main 
lines? If the engineer who runs the 
limited express is willing that the en­ 
gineer who runs a common train 
should have the same pay that he 
does,why should the company object.” 
Mr. Arthur did not think that the 
Knights of Labor would try to help 
the Burlington road in any 
way. 
Whatever individual members of the 
brotherhood may have done, he never 
interfered in the Knights of Labo 
strike.

The Burlington road this evening 
sent out a notice to all connecting 
lines that it will probably be a week 
or more before the company will be 
able to receive freight from them and 
asking that it be given to other 
roads.

politics will run for at least a century 
in constitutional grooves. The recent 
death of the late Prem ier Gibson, 
whose restoration to leadership was 
m ore or le6B feared by bis opponents, 
b a r lightened the burdens of the 
powers that be, w hile the exemplary 
conduct of the K ing in receding 
from his 
position 
of 
antagonism 
to 
th e 
will 
of 
the 
Cabinet, 
removed another cause for alarm. 
H is R oyal Highness has been so 
effectively snubbed by bis “ constitu­ 
tional 
advisers” th a t it is scarcely 
p robable th a t he will ever agaiu ven­ 
ture to encroach upon their vested 
privileges, even though the Supreme 
Court of Hawaii has decided that the 
K ing’s power of veto is absolute and a 
prerogative which may legally done 
away w ith. 
The King is# credited 
with not knowing 
when 
he has 
enough of good things, but it appears 
that he knows to a certainty when he 
has enough of a bad thing, and, as 
th e official organ of the Government 
aagely rem arks, though the King may 
be led to again exercise hisroyal perog- 
ative by irresponsible and unscrupu­ 
lous politicians, th e good politicians 
are safely entrenched 
behind the 
b ro ad 
provision 
for 
the 
inde­ 
pendence of 
the Legislature con­ 
tained in the Constitution. The mem ­ 
bers of the H aw aiian C abinet are 
self-satisfied that a good governm ent 
with an assured and well-defined auto­ 
nomy will be the result of their policy, 
but, to th e looker-on, the adm inistra­ 
tion of public affairs in Hawaii is a 
comedy. 
Y et it has a pathetic side, 
inasmuch as the followers of a civili­ 
sation that has nearly crushed out a 
generous and once powerful nation, 
mislead and submit to the w orld’s 
ridicule the rem nant of its people. 


T h o s e who have read the delin­ 
quent tax list in the H e r a l d must 
have been amazed beyond expression 
a t the magnitude of th e am ount due, 
and at the m ultitude of the parcels of 
land on which taxes had not been 
paid. The gross am ount was $137,000 
out of a total tax levy of nearly 
$1,300,000.

Sometim es patients feel as 
though th eir w hole head was in a state of rottenness, so great is the am o u n t of m atter 
discharged an d so fcetid is its odor. The p atit n t is greatly annoyed by th e coustant drop­ 
pin g into th e th ro at of th e m orbid m atter from th e head, and as a recum bent position 
naturally favors th e flow dow nw ard, his rest is frequently disturbed from this cause. 
MaDy sufferers are obliged to lie w ith the h ead very m uch elevated in order to sloep with 
some degree of com fort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects beh in d an d above th e soft 
palate, in th e passage between the th ro at an d h ead , adhering to ;he parts w ith giuish 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration and creares a sensation of irritation and 
u neasiness in th e affected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant and alm o st irresistible 
desire to relieve the discom fort by draw ing the m ucus in to th e throat so as to reject it by 
th e m outh. This practice, popularly know n as "h aw k in g ," is characteristic oí CatarrlÁ 
an d proves as em barrassing to th e one affected, as it is disagreeable to those arouud him .

late to such an ex ten t as to form a regular p lu g iu th e nose, w h ich obstructs b reath in g 
and produces serious discom fort. 
Bo firm ly do these Incrustations adhere to tho poiot 
of attachm ent th at th eir rem oval usually requires th e m ost violent efforts and not un- 
frequeutly they have to be torn from the m em brane. O ccasionally a solid cast of soto- 
ble size is expelled on w hich there are generally traces of blood, b u t iu som e cases th e 
cast presents a tubular appearauce. being o i ex a ct shape of th e nasal cavity. 
T his con­ 
dition 1b indicative of ulceration, w hich, in tim e, m ay destroy th e bony stru o tu r of th e 
nose aud produce a subsequent flattening of th at organ. 
Cases are occasionally m et with in w hich a thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats th e 
m em bram e of th e nasal cavities an d then putrefies, giving rise to a sten ch w hich is 
really overpow ering, aud sufficiently fetid to poison th e atm osphere of a w hole room, 
and there are others in w hich all secretions of th e m em brane are suspended, causing an 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat, and fcvcrlbhness In the head an a nose—a condition 
popularly know n as "D ry C atarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to th e a ir cavities of th e bones of th e forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distressing sensation of heavy w eight or com pression over th e 
forehead, especially in th e region above and between th e eyes, au d to a feellug of fu ll­ 
ness, h eat, irritatio n , soreness o r pain in th e nostrils near the root of th e nose, as well as

th e face of so severe a character th at it is frequently m istaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is always tain ted and at tim es assum es an exceedingly fetid end sicken­ 
ing odor. 
In some cases It becom es so revoltingly offensive as to ren d er th e sufferer on 
object of disgust to him self as w ell as to others. 
The nasal m em brane 1b thickened and congested, causing th e nose to be stopped op, 
som etim es on one B id e, som etim es on th e o th er, and often on both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable stufly w nsation in th e head, au d occasionally to v io len t an d prolonged p ar­ 
oxysm s of sneezing. 
The voice is w eak, in d istin ct and husky, or of a nasal ch a rrc ter, displaying a sort o 
sniffling q uality. O ftentimes there is a con tin u o u s hoarsehess an d discordance. T hen 


plain of an uncom fortable feeling of fullness, or a choky sensation In tho th ro at, and In 
others of a distressing an d alm ost co n stan t dryness, for the tem porary relief o f which 
they have to swallow frequently. O thers again speak of a constant bad or nauseous taste 
iu tn e m outh an d throat. 
The stom ach generally suffers m ore or less and becom es weak an d irritable; th e appe­ 
tite is capricious and nearly always bad in th e m orning. The p atien t is languid, unable 
to perform m ental or physical labor w ith th e usual facility, is nervous, depressed in 
spirits, at tim es, fearful, tim id , agitated, and in clin ed to drow siness and sleep; th e m em ­ 
ory weakened, an d perm anent Im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane Boon becomes m orbidly sensitive to u nfavorable influences, 
and, in spite of th e utm ost care, becomes affected from th e slightest causes, so th at a t last 
a breath of w ind upon th e lining of tho uoae or th ro at becomes productive of a cold, and 
gives rise to serious disturbances of th e respiratory organs. Tnus the patient is subject 
to frequent a>'d repeated colds, each aitack aggravating the disease by giving it a new 
im pulse, and involving a larger ex ten t of surface th an Its predecessor. Iu this m anner 
the difficulty spreads from organ to organ, invading the throat, larynx, trac h ea and 
bronchial tubes, u n til, encroaching further H n d fu rth er, It reaches the finer ram ifications 
of th e bronchi, when b u t a slight im pulse is required to send i t to th e lungs.
